Yestenoay, inSelect Counell, afteran animated
discusslon of the ordinance to sell o portion of
the Almshouse property to the University of
Penvsyivanin, which passed Common Council
There
wis i very vigorous opposition to the project in
select Connedl, and we hope thnt before the
matter comes up for discussion again, the mem-
Bers will give it their ¢areful consideration, so
us to e able to speak nnd vote upon it intelli-
vently. The great bugbear with some of the
members appeared to be that in selling the
trivet of gronnd to the University at the proposed
price, one hundred and sixty thousand dollars for
twenty the city would not realize
us much for it as under other oircumstancoes,
Leaving out of the question the duty of the city
to deal with the wimost liberality in o case of
this Kind, we believe that the amount offered by
the University will be acknowledged to be a
fair equivalent for the land under exlsting cir-
cumstances.  As Mr. Bmith of the Twenty-
second ward remarked, the opposition to the
measure wias based upon fictitions values, and
there was no one to offer o dollar for the land
until the University proposed to purchase it,
The very fact of the University having made a
propositien of this kind Immediately put up
